BE INVESTED ttTIt AND CLEARED 
ONE MKUOIL 

SiMinar Md Cargo Sold at JUettoo 
Froiret Bonanza for 
Purdiaaer. 

To buy a wreck for $1,750 and sub¬ 
sequently to acquire from it a fortune of 
nearly $1,000,000 Is a stf^e of good 
luck such as falls lo the lot ef few men. 

This, however, a Melbourne draper, 
now the Hon. J. G. Aikman, member of 
the Legislative Council of Victoria, can 
claim to have done, and the profits from 
his purchase arc not complete yet, for 
Ihe wreck Is still proving a handronie 
source of revenue. 

The romantic story of this great for¬ 
tune has only Just come to light, and 
Is told by Mr. Aikman himself. 

On a June night two years ago the 
magnificent P. and O. steamer Austra¬ 
lia, which co8t*$2.750,000 to build, went 
ashore at the entrance of Port Philip 
Ray, a short distance from Melbourne. 
The vessel herself was subsequently pul 
up at auction and knocked down to Mr. 
Aikman for. the ridiculous sum of 1II.7M. 
Afterward the auctioneer offered the cai*- 
gu left by the underwriters on the 
wreck, and this Mr. Aikman secured 
for another $300. 

COMPLETE SURPRISE. 

*^7he low price at which llie whole 
thing had been knocked down was a 
complete surprise,” declared Mr. Aik- 
nian. “1 had enough money wllh^ me 
to pay a deposit of $1,000." 

After much trouble Mr. Aikman suc¬ 
ceeded in getting divers to work on the 
wrecked liner, and then came the first 
of many pleasant surprises. 

“It was not long,’ he says, “ before 1 
hod the pleasure of seeing the decks 
filled with cargo. Looking round at 
Iht time, you would have seen all clas- 
sc". of goods—drapery, hardware and 
electro-plated ware. You would have 
sten 400-gallon tanks filled with enamel- 
ware. and a complete sot of band In¬ 
struments which realized very good 
pi ices. A great part of the cargo we 
ivcovered was in the aflerhold, where 
It had apparently been overlooked. 

“During the preliminary operations 
one of the greatest surprises was the 
“discovery Ihafsoi^e one with a fishing 
hi/Qt was removing something from the 
steamer, apparently without the aid of 
any diving gear. 

TONS OF VALUABLE METAL. 

“We determined to make a careful 
e.\aminalion of the hull at low water, 
when, to our surprise, we found a val¬ 
uable cargo of .Muniz metal lying high 
and dry and quite accessible. 

“There were ten tons of it, w'hich 
were taken out in less than a day, the 
nielal eventually realized $3,750. Nine 
hundred tons of bar iron, bar steel, tool 
steel and shear steel w'cre recovered 
from the wreck, and were sold at an 
average of $50 a ton. I also got 740 tons 
of galvanized iron and 40 tons of steel 
during the first operation. 

“After six moniths’ operation we left

The “Club Aljiin Suisse” of Genova,

li.sllcs of Ihc accidents which took place 
in Ihe Swiss .Mountains duiing the year 
1905. 

The number of persons who lost their 
lixes was 172, and as more than 150,- 
(/Hi excursions were made up the moun¬ 
tains, the average comes oul very ld- 
l!e over one per thousand. The major- 
dy of the lives were not lost on Ihe 
higher summits, but on steep slopes 
ni comparatively low elevations. 

The largest number of deaths was 
among the Swiss, and next came Inc 
Germans, the French, the Australians 
and the Italians. Only flve English 
tr urisl.s lost their lives, which shows 
how skilfully and how carefully they go 
ui> the mountains, despite the fact that 
they have a reputation for foolhardi¬ 
ness—among foreigners, at all events.

The cultivation of pence of mind is the 
flr.sl n'qui.sife. .Next, tlic c.s.scnlial of o 
daily bath. A cool hatli taken on rising 
is Ihe best tonic to prepare one for the 
day’s labor and exi)osure. A tepid, 
cool balli or u short hot both may bo 
taken in Ihe evening, and if greatly 
fatigued it is one of the most effectiv’e 
means of bringing refresliing sleep. 
Another nere.s6ily to keeping cool is not 
only in Ihe exercise of body, but in Ihe 
mailer of diet us well. All bodily hoaf 
arises from the oxidalion or burning of 
llie food we eul. So when (he tempera¬ 
ture risc.s the body needs le.ss fuel. A 
wuiin w’eathcr breakfast should be a 
very light meal. As four-fifths of our 
food i.^ u.sed for fuel it Is easily seen 
lhat in summer we need only a small 
quunlily lo suf)ply vitality for bodily 
and menial work. The ideal breakfast 
would be W'hole wheal bread or zwie¬ 
back, w'lth some wholesome ripe fruit, 
.such us struw'herries, |)lumH, melons or 
upnies. 

By giving ourselves the benefit of otir 
store of common sense, many of us 
would go forth to Ihe trials of a day in 
tlie bent prepnivd fur it by a diet con¬ 
ducive lo health. How many a mon pre¬ 
pares for such a day with a breakfast 
made up of griddle cokes, soda biscuit, 
fried eggs and bacon, sau.sogcvs, Worce.s- 
Icrshire sauce and strong coffee I By 
noon he feels the heat lu such on ex¬ 
tent that he leels compelled to drink 
large quantilies of Icc water, beer or 
olher cooling beverages. Conirnst Ihe 
discomforls of such a one In Ihe tem¬ 
perate zone with a eoolie working bare¬ 
headed in tlie direct rays of Ihe sun in 
a clirnflte Iwenty dogre<'s holler. The 
coolie is not unconiforlable because he 
has adapted his diet to the environment. 
.Any man \vh<i excites his heart and irri¬ 
tates his nerves by a diet of fic.sh foods 
must expect to need all sorts of artifi¬ 
cial means lo make his life bearable in 
the hot weather.

That parti¬ 
cular Teuton, It is true, happens to Ire 
a baker—in addition to being a genius— 
and this fortunate choicd^of a profession 
seems to have enabled him to solve the 
problem of cheap living more completely 
tht^n might otherwise have been the 
cose. “T^ie bread, which he got free, -t 
was his custom to soak In gravy from 
the meat sent in by customers to be 
baked, and when that failed he bought 
a herring, which served him for both 
breakfast and supper.” After this is was 
astonishing to read that ‘‘these men usu¬ 
ally come over as boys, and serve with 
a relative until they have saved a little 
money, when they set up in business 
for themselves.” Almost any industri¬ 
ous toiler, in receipt of decent wages, 
iTiight fairly aspire in time, having dis¬ 
covered the beautiful art of living on 
five pounds a year, to "set up in busi¬ 
ness” on his own account. 

Nobody, It Is to be hoped, will be un¬ 
kind enough to suggest that the le- 
lourceful German bak«»r who contrives 
lo make both ends meet on two shillings 
a week Is an 

‘‘UNDESIRABLE ALIEN." 

Cn the contrary, there must be a good 
inany poor toilers in London, honest 
and thrifty, who would cheerlully make 
Ins acquaintance in order lo llnd out 
bow it is done. But the Irulli, of course, 
Is tliat tlie case cited is a very e.vceplion- 
al one, and cun only be taken as an 
extreme illuslralion of the German tal¬ 
ent for tlirift and self-denial. On the 
other liund, it is interesting to be re¬

1 know of several myself, hard-work¬ 
ing, self-reliant, decently clothed, and 
BuincieiiUy fed, who seem not only to be 
latisfled with what would be called a 
"living w'agc,” but are actually able lo 
put something by out of their exiguous 
earnings, in view of possible contingen¬ 
cies. They complain not, neither does 
their appearance or their mode of living 
suggest that their condition calls in any 
way for sympathy. Only a few weeks 
Bince 1 heard of a young German, a 
native of Frankfort, who came to Lon- 
^lon some nine years ago, and secured 
a junior clerkship in the city at sixteen 
shillings a week. His wages increased 
by slow stages, but even so he has not 
as vet reached the modest figure of one 
pound ten slilllings. Nevertheless, with- 
pul any assistance from home or outside 
lources, he has mruuigcd In that period

Sir Wlll^Mn Bereslord Won the 
Trophy in the Zulu War. 

The recent jubilee in honor of the 
founding of the Victoria cross brings to 
mind many instances of bravery which 
won that token of courage. Among the 
heroic exploits which gained the cross 
is that of Sir William Beresford, who 
won the trophy for a deed performed 
during the Zulu War. 

During an encounter the Zulus pre¬ 
tended to flee—a well-calculated snare, 
as it brought the pursuing British into 
a carefully prepared ambush. A long 
line of over two thousand warriors sud¬ 
denly sprang up, flanking the horsemen. 
Then the whole plain flashed into life. 
Hordes had been hiding In the gross. 

Uuller’s alert eye caught the danger 
Inslanlly and his voice rang out with, 
"Retire 1” There was a quick volley cf 
Zulu bullets, and three Englishmen 
went down. Beresford, looking back, 
sow one move into a silting posture. 
He wlio would extend succor at such 
a crisis must be brave and prompt, quick 
to decide and quick lo act. 

The Zulus were perilously near the fal¬ 
len soldier. Beresford measured the 
distance with his eye, and thought he 
might just do It. He galloped back lo 
the wounded man, dismounted, and or¬ 
dered him to gel on the horse. 

The poor fellow, dazed and hurt as 
he was, was not less full of the spirit 
of sacrifice. He bade Beresford mount 
and go—why should two die? Then 
Beresford, In his desperation, declared 
that he would punch the man’s head If 
‘ e did not get on and be saved! The 
droll argum^t prevailed. The wounded 
soldier allowTd himself to be hustled rn 
the horse, his rescuer scrambled on in 
front, and .set the good little beast going 
at his best pace. 

As it was, the two would have been 
speared had not Sergeant OToole turned 
back and with his rifle held the close¬ 
pressing Zulus at boy. 

When .Sir William received the noti¬ 
fication that the Victoria cross had been 
nwnrded to him, he returned the an¬ 
swer tliat ho could not receive any recog¬ 
nition of .sm'Ice unless it was shared 
by Sergeant OToole. Immediately an- 
cther award was made. Both heroes 
received the badge of distinction that ’ 
marks England's highest approval of 
‘conspicuous br§very.”

1 had o chat with one of (ho chiof fur 
buyers of the North American conUn- 
eat, writes Frank G. Carpenter from 
Edmonton to the Chicago Record-HerakL 
The wild lands reaching from here to 
the Arctic Ocean and from Alaska to 
Hudson Bay supply the most and best 
furs of the world. The Hudson Bay 
Company has‘been engaged in the busi¬ 
ness for 200 yeors, and it has sent out 
millions upon millions of skins to the 
markets of London. It had until a gen¬ 
eration ago a monopoly of the trade. 
By its charters from King Charles it 
controlled the whole country and gov¬ 
erned it as it pleased. Then Canada 
1 ought its political rights to British 
North America and now fur trading is 
free to all. 

This town of Edmonton, which lies 
over 300 miles due north of the United 
States boundary, is the centre of the 
new fur trade. It has eight firms which 
buy skins, and their purchases aggre¬ 
gate hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year. One of the most important of the 
traders is the Hudson Bay Company, 
which has recently erected a department 
store here, and its chief competitor is 
Revillion Freres, the great Paris furri¬ 
ers, who have establishments also In 
New York and London, and who supply 
skins and furs to every market of the 
world. 

The Revlllons are fit competitors of the 
Hudson Bay Company. They have 
been engaged In wholesale and retail 
fur trading for 175 years, and they are 
now carrying on their business with 
a caollal of 70.000,000 francs, or about 
814.000,000. They have already estab¬ 
lished posts all over the Northwest, and 
they are gradually building up a line 
of stations throughout the lands which 
the Hudson Bay people have always con- 
.sidered their own.

ENGLAND HAS NOT ENTIRELY OUT¬ 
GROWN THE FEUDAL DAYS. 

Story of Bow Earl Amherst Obtained a 
Horse Belonging to Resident 
of His Domain. 

The need of some act which will make 
a clean sweep of the preposterous relics 
of the feudal system of land tenure 
which still survive in many parts of 
England, has been strikingly shown by 
a case which has just come lo light near 
Sevenoaks in Kent, writes a London 
correspondent. There resides Earl Am¬ 
herst, who, among his other hereditary 
claims to distinction, boasts that of be¬ 
ing lord of the manor of Ortford. 
Within the borders of the domain thus 
designated, Herbert Couldrey took up 
his abode some months ago, totally un¬ 
aware that thereby he incurred any 
obligation as a vassal of the lord of the 
manor. The other day, one of the earl's 
deputy stewards, called upon Mr. Coul¬ 
drey and seeing a horse and trap stand¬ 
ing outside the house, asked Mr. Coul¬ 
drey if the horse was his. On being 
answered in the affirmative, the deputy 
stew’ard cut some hairs from the horse’s 
mane and after deposttlng them in his 
pocket, placed a hand on the horse's 
shoulder, accompanying ihe aolion with 
the words, "This horse is now the pro¬ 
perty of Lord Amherst.”

.slieam, comparing in .si'zo with the Mis¬ 
sissippi, und it is navigable for several 
hundred miles by boats drawing ten 
ftet of water. There are now two sleum- 
hoat.s upon it, and one of them Is 120 
f(ret long und is ligiiled by electricity. 

On the upper parts of this river there 
are practically no selllemenls except 
those of the fur trad*M*s and mksslonnrl- 
e>. At Nermilllon about sixty farmers 
arc rai.slng wheat for a flonr mill es- 
labli.stird there by the llud.«on Day Corn- 
f.any. They get J!G.50 a bushel for thrlr 
wheat, and the wheat Is said lo be 
some of the be.st grown on the contin¬ 
ent. These farmers are chiefly half- 
breeds and traders. They have but 
small patches and till their land In a 
rude way. At Peace River Landing, 
which Is probably 300 mile.s southwest 
of V(*rmlllion, there Is another flour 
mill, which Is grinding only for local 
eonsiirnpllnn. Vermillion Is In about 
llic laliliido of St. Petersburg. 

II is a (jueslion In the minds of many 
wild her a great dly may nol grow 
u,) in Ihe Peace River country. At pre- 
S'nt IvJmonton v/ouIU seen to be the 
best site for the trading centre of Tlie 
great Northwest, but with the pushing 
rf railroads lo the north anblher centre 
r.'iQv grow up at the head of navigation, 
utilizing the vast Maekenzle system es 
u means of distribution. 

DEVELOPING THE COU.NTRY. 

The Grand Trunk I’uciflc Railroad, 
wlilcli Is iio'.v being built west from Ed¬ 
monton. will strike across the soulliern 

j. ai'l of I lie Peace River country. It will 
not reach the best lands, which are far¬ 
ther north, although a branch road may 
i*e built llirough to the head of naviga¬ 
tion. 'rills country is not far from the 
heckles, nnd It Is affected climatically 
bv the winds from the Pacillc, which 
ai't heated by the Black current of Ja¬ 
pan. For tills reason the Peace River 
climate is said lo be fur better than that 
of Manitoba. Edmonton has a much 
milder climate than Winnipeg. There 
is little snow here and no intense cold 
to speak of. 'Ihe .some Is true of Cal¬ 
gary and of most of this .Stale of Al- 
Leria. 

In uddilion lo the fanning possibllllleR 
of Ihe Peace River region, it Is said that 
farts of It will support vast numbers 
fd live stock. The natural gross grows 
fiom two to five feel In height, ond the 
rattle and hor.se ranchers who are now 
being crowded out of Alberta are plan¬ 
ning to send Ihelp herds lo Grande Prair¬ 
ie and Peace River. The cattle will be 
able to run out all winter and they can 
feed out of doors all the year round. If 
this Is so, the region will be of great 
\olue to the new Canada. The lower 
part of this State of Alberta and a part 
:f Saskatchewan, w'lilch. owing to the 
slight rainfall, have been used for ranch¬ 
ing, ore now found to produce winter 
wheat, and the ranching business may 
t(! driven out by grain farming. There 
ore in Manitoba and the Northw'est al¬ 
most a million cattle, a quarter of a 
million horses nnd more than that num¬ 
ber of sheep nnd hogs. The Peace Rlv- 
er country, with Its grain and grass, 
would seem to be a good stock-raising 
pioposltlon, and Ihe time may come 
when the most and best cattle of this 
country will be raised there. 

As for Alberta, It Is now going Into 
mixed farming, and its cattle ex'enlually 
will be kept on the farms instead -'f 
on great ranges. A large number of

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CIINATOWN IN ’FRISCO 

CH1NB8B QUARTER WILL FLOURI811 
ON OLD SITE. 

Opium and Gambling Dent Will Open 
Again for Yellow 
Patroni. 

Thota who thought the destruction 'f 
the Chinese quarter of San Francisco 
was the one good feature of the terrible 
dlsasterf are doomed to disappointment. 
The notorious resorts will soon flourish 
again. A westerner sums up the situa^ 
tion in this way: 

“The man who believes these dreams 
about Chinatown being eliminated from 
the new San Francisco, or shilled to 
some other site, is more optimistic than 
the people of San Francisco. 

“Chinatown has a pull that is strong 
enough to twist Market Street into a 
figure eight. The Chinese may not vote, 
but they have money, which cannot only 
be used to buy voles, but automobiles, 
houses on Van Ness Avenue and racing 
stables for those in power in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Chinatown, in all human proba¬ 
bility, will be rebuilt right where it was 
before. 

There’s a reason for this the man 
who hasn’t lived in .San Francisco would 
not guess. Under Chinatown there was 
a subway city that had a larger popu¬ 
lation than the rookeries above the sur¬ 
face. 

'These tunnels, passages and halls 
still exist. Many of them were twisted 
about by the earthquake, nearly all 
were filled in at the entrances by the 
burning debris from above and a few 
have caved in completely. They can be 
straightened out, however, much more 
easily than another underground city 
could be constructed. 

WOMEN BURNED IN DENS. 

“In this village of troglodytes festereil 
the cancer spot that the righteous of 
San Francisco tried for years to abol¬ 
ish. Here were the gambling dens, the 
gathering places of the tongs and the 
cages in which were kept the little Chi¬ 
nese women, who were sold with a 
regularity that spoke well for the in¬ 
dustry and commercial instincts of our 
Consuls in China. There were probably 
hundreds of these little creatures burned 
to death the day of the fire. Their bones 
will be dug out, however, the stone 
walls of the passages will be strength¬ 
ened, the walls will be shored up and 
the first section of the burned over part 
of the city to be occupied will be this 
city of caves.

PRECIOUS STONES IN UIDING. 

How Gems of Great Value are Kept 
Concealed in the Orient. 

The turquoise, like the opal, is found 
in the desolate and waterless parts of 
Iht world. The principal deposits so far 
known are in the Persian desert and on 
Pie barren plateaus of New Mexico and 
Arizona. 

Usually the best specimens are taken 
from disintegrated rock, and the mining 
of tuniuoise is not only accompanied 
with much hardship on account of the 
location, but cun only be performed 
with great dlfnculty. The quantity com¬ 
bined with other stones as well us with 
gold, and by Itself, is so extensive in the 
cities of eastern Europe that more of it 
is believed to be bought by gem mer¬ 
chants in this way than is at present 
secured from the principal mines.

FOR MONTHS AND YEARS. 

Tba Most Myttsrious Thilig That Can 
Bslall a Man Is Loss ol 
Msmory* 

It is not many months since a man 
woke up from such a time of oblivion 
to find himself in the wilds of New 
South Wales, in the tattered garb of a 
“Sundowner" and with hands rough 
with hard labor. Where he was he had 
not the remotest idea, but he knew that 
he wanted to go to Los Angeles; and 
when, after a long, aimless tramp, he 
encountered a man driving a bullock- 
team he inquired the road. “Los Ange¬ 
les?" said the man in answer to bis 
question. “I don’t know nothing i.f 
that—but this track’ll take you Hill 
End." “And where Is Hill Erui?" the 
wanderer asked. “Why, in New South 
Wales, of courscz-where else could it 
be?" 

Here was an amazing statement in¬ 
deed. The wanderer’s last recollection 
was of dozing in a railway car in Cali¬ 
fornia on his way to Los Angeles to 
spend the holidays with his wife and 
children, and instead of waking up and 
completing his journey he finds liim- 
self six months later many thousands f 
miles away in an unfamiliar dress and 
in a totally unknown country. How he 
got there, and what had been his ad¬

THE MAN IN THE MOON. 

A similar experience was that of a 
prominent Swansea tradesman who dis¬ 
appeared from his home three weeks be¬ 
fore last Whitsuntide and completely 
lost his identity until, seven months 
later, he found himself in Cheapside, the 
possessor of an unfamiliar beard, and 
totally ignorant of all that had happened 
to him during the long period of his 
mysterious absence. His friends had 
abandoned hope of seeing him again, 
when a telegram acquainted his brother- 
in-law of his safety, and on Christmas 
morning he arrived at his home and re¬ 
sumed the life he had so inexplicably 
dropped.

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A WALES’ WERSTITION 

ACCOUNTS FOR A BIG EPIDEMIC IN 
WALES. 

Belief That Children Must Take Com¬ 
plaints Leads to a Lack ol 
Precaution. 

An epidemic of measles in Wales that 
carried off 130 children has caused Dr. 
Alexander Gordon, tlie medical oillcer f 
health for Merthyr, to protest against 
the practice of allowing children to en¬ 
ter infected households. Parents excuse 
this practice on the theory that it is 
better that children should have the 
measles and get over the ailment, a 
theory that medical men regard as a 
dangerous superstition. 

A well-known specialist in children’s 
diseases gave his opinion on the subject 
the other day. 

“Superstition Is even more rife in all 
classes to-day than it was a tiundred 
years ago," he said. “In no case is it 
more prevalent and disastrous than in 
the treatment of measles.^ 

A DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 

“The medical profession has tried in 
vain to stamp out the old idea that 
every child must have measles, and that 
a child, therefore, inigUt a.s well be put 
Into the same bed with a brother or 
sister who is suffering from the com¬ 
plaint. 

“It is a proceeding which ought to be 
made puni.sliable by law. Hundreds oi 
lives are sacriilced every year to it, and 
epidemics are spread from village to 
village by reason of the absurd notion.’’ 

A medical oillcer of beallli cited a case 
which came under bi.s notice a few 
weeks ago. A boy of 14 developed 
mcu.slas, but had contracted the com¬ 
plaint very sliglilly. The mother feel¬ 
ing sure her other children would be in¬ 
fected look no precautions. The conse¬ 
quence was that all her children were 
stricken with the disease. The baby, 
six months old, died after two days’ I'l- 
ness, and a little girl of two years has 
completely lost sight of both eyes. The 
slight attack in the case of the elder 
iirolher infect*‘d the younger children 


TOMBS OF DANISH KINGS 


AND ALSO OF MEN OF LEARNING 
AND EMINENCE. 

Building Begun Nearly One Thousand 
Years Ago — Builder Wat 
an Englishman. 

Exactly nine hundred and thirty-one 
years ago the Cathedral of Roskilde 
Isorneliiiies and erroneously spelled 
Roeskilde) was built by Harold Elaat- 
and, but Ihe preseat rather striking red 
brick edifice dales from 1047, nineteen 
years prior to William the Conquerors 
episode at Hustings. The builder of this 
second fane was an Englishman, vague¬ 
ly known as William, who accornpani- 
e.l Canute to Denmark and brought 
with him the iiiudequtde civilization of 
the. time. The cathedral was cons© 
crated hi 1084, and a certain portion of 
the original red brick of that period 
survives to this day. It has been burn- 
e<' clown on at least three occasions— 
in 1283, in 1443, and in 1534—but the 
outer walls are still untouched, and re¬ 
tain not a little of their original gran¬ 
deur and massivene.ss. 

CANUTE’S GRANDFATHER. 

The aforesaid Horald Blaatand was 
father of King Sven and grandfather of 
King Canute, whose ineffectual tussle 
with the tides of Great Briluin has re¬ 
mained a youthful lesson even unto our 
time. The name Roskilde is popularly 
derived from a certain King Hrol, and 
h equivalent to the expression, Hrol’s 
Well, The tdymology. however. Is 
more than doubtful. There certainly ore 
springs In the neighborhood, cspeciol- 
1 Iv one, the .Maglekllde. which even to 
: this day is In active work, and yields 
something like 500 gallons of medicinal 
v.aler per minute. 

The Dom, or Cnlhedral. of Floskilde 
has been the immemorial burying place 
o?

THE WORLD’S CABLES.

In polished oak. wilh a 
wreath of oak-leaves In solid gold, are 
decently arranged In solemn row's, and 
In Ihe grey dusk of Ihe ralhedral inter¬ 
ior one gathers a very eoherenl Idea of 
Denmark’s grcatnes.s nnrl prosperity, 

Roskilde Dorn Is not Wesfmlnsfer Ah- 
bev. but Is a very worthy and portl- 
culnrly reminiscent pile of Denmark’s 
history. 


BOARDED OUT LUN.VTICS. 

System is Growing in Favor In Eng¬ 
land. 

The treatment of Insane persons, at 
certain stages of their alHlctlon. by 
hoarding them out with families has 
been grow'tng in favor during the last 
five years, and the British Medical Jour¬ 
nal believes lhat the London Eounly 
Council osylums commillee will em¬ 
brace an early opportunity of again 
seeking a development of this solution 
of lunacy admlnislrallon. 

Adoption of this system would relieve 
the congested asylums and furni.sh 
healthy, natural occupation and a con¬ 
siderably Increased degree of liberty lo 
many of the Insane, who are now. for 
lack of such boardlng-oul opporlunllies, 
detained in the asylum. .Such family 
colonies w'ould be the eslabllshment of 
half-w'ay houses bclw'een the asylum 
and the home.

There are loo many doctors In Paris;

Nass. The hero is a young medical 
man named Cadour, who, though clev¬ 
er und devoted, finds it almost Impos- 
.slble to get a living. He sets up his pro-

! temei’lly In imagining that he will le

A Monster Confection Made for the 
Princess Ena. 

Princess Ena’s wedding cake, which 
was made in London, was cornplcb’d Ihe 
other day und pack«-d fur .sliipmenl lu 
Madrid. It will he Ibe (ir>l royal wed¬ 
ding cake ever seen In .Spain. 

The Eriglisn cu.sluni was introdueed by 
King Alfonso as a conipliriimt to his 
bride. The cake is six feet high and 
weiglis more than 34o pounds. It slands 
upon a huge silver salver, on which llie 
bride’s mother’s w’edding cake was 
placed. The cake consists of three glis¬ 
tening silver while tiers and is 40 indies 
in diameter at Itie base. 

The lowt^sl tier Is divided into eight 
panels, sei)uraled by Corinlliinn col¬ 
umns, and is .siinnounted by C.upids 
disguised os poslnien and niesseiige/’S. 
Tlie spaces between the culuiiins are 
filled with panels of sugar work repre¬ 
senting .Spanish vines. The panels are 
festooned with orange hlossonis, wliilo 
heulher, myrtle, and while roses. 'Ihe 
flowers wi.Te chf»sen by Piincfss Ena. 
'Phere ore four ponds on the second 
lier. In llie centre of each is a shield 
with tlio monogram, "A. V.,” surmoun¬ 
ted l)y the .‘^pjuilsh crown, Medalions, 
spruvs of mvrile. and liny wliile roses 
eirihellish the third Her, on top of which 
is a heauliful group of children in white 
l^arian marble, bearing aloft a vase hold- 
Ing a boquet. Four long floral fesloons 
I reach from Ihe top to the bollorn Her. 

I A gold knife wilh an ivory handle two 
i feet long accompanies the cake and will 
he used lo cut It for presentation lo the 
guests.

^perienced in tho waya of Sahara, 
knowa that when the rain atops the 
dnnea are apt to begin their most ter* 
rible “walking.” Ue aecka abelter 
while there ia yet time. 

Our worat experience of the desert in 
one of ita mad fits, says the author of 
“In the Desert,” was on a morning 
when, luckily for ua perhaps, wo W'ere 
nearing the largo oai^s of Ncfta, near 
the Tunisian frontier. The flapping of 
the tent and the drumming of rain¬ 
drops upon it awoke us, and Abmcda, 
in somo excitement, hurried our depar¬ 
ture. He explained that so long as the 
rain lasted it would keep the sand 
quiet and that iihie was our opportuni¬ 
ty. Accordingly, in a very short time 
wo bad struck tent, loaded camels, sad¬ 
dled ponies and were under way. 

It seemed to us a somewhat purpose- 
joss proceeding. Tho rain was and had 
been heavy. Tho ground was saturat¬ 
ed. There seemed no prospect of its 
drying in a hurry. As Nefta was only 
half a day's march away it seemed 
unnecessary to start in frantic hasto in 
the middle of tho night In a pouring 
rain. Ahmeda, however, made no an¬ 
swer to our protests. Tho other Arabs 
seconded his efforts with all their en¬ 
ergy. 

Morning broke wan and sickly. As 
the llglit grew tho rain slackened. The 
big warm drops becamo less frequent 
and at last ceased. The dull, opaque 
sky was pasty white and the air hot 
and oppressive, but tho wind still blow 
us hard as or harder than ever. 

Hardly had the rain stopped when I 
tasted between lips and teeth tho fa¬ 
miliar, gritty texture of sand. Hardly 
had tJio light Increased sufUelently to 
disclose to view tho drifts when all 
their edges and crests could bo seen 
crawling and flickering In tho gale. Al¬ 
ready there was tho droning sound In 
tho ulr which meant that tho dunes 
wero walking. Wo saw at last th(! rea¬ 
son for tho hurry. Tho rain cannot hold 
tho sand for more than the Instant It 
Is fulling. As soon as it strikes the 
earth It sinks In. Ono moment you may 
bo streaming with water like a drown¬ 
ed rat, tho next you are choking in 
clouds of saud. 

Tho air grew darker and darker, and 
the roar of tho snud as It rushed along 
tlie desert made speech, excei>t by 
shouting, Impossible. I could just dis- 
tingulsh our ti^l camels in the gloom, 
their ungainly action ^giving them 
something the look of ships pitching 
and tossing In a gale. 

Ahmeda led tho way by somo mys¬ 
terious Instinct to us totally lucompre- 
henslble. We followed as best wc 
might, breathing sand as wo wont, our 
h(*adH bent to protect our faces.

The molt wonderful miragiM erer be* | 
held bj mortal eyea are tboae that are i 
aeen In the twilight winter daya in I 
northern Alaaka. These remarkable i 
ghastly pictures of things, both imag* j 
Inary and real, are mirrored on the 
surface of the waste plains instead of | 
upon the clouds or in the atmosphere. 
Mimic lakes and water courses fringed 
with vegetation are to be seen pictured 
as real as life on tho surface of the 
snow, while grassy mounds, stumps, 
trees, logs, etc., which have an actual 
existence some place on the earth’s sur* 
face, are outlined against mountains of 
snow in all kinds of fantastic shapes. 
Borne of these objects are distorted 
and magnified into the shapes of huge, 
ungainly animals and reptiles of euor* 
mous proportions. The fogs and mists 
are driven across these wastes by tbe 
winds, and as tbe objects referred to 
loom up in the flying vapors they ap¬ 
pear like living creatures and seem to 
be actually moving rapidly across tho 
plain. 

At other times they appear high in 
the air, but this is a characteristic of 
the northern mirages that are soeu 
near the seashore. When the vapors 
and mists are driven out to sea the 
Images mirrored in them appear to be 
lunging through the waters at a terrific 
rate of speed, dashing the spray high 
in the air, while huge breakers roll 
over them and onward toward tho 
mountainous islands beyond aud 
against which they ail appear to bo 
dashing. Monstrous serpents, appar¬ 
ently several hundred feet long, some¬ 
times with riders on their backs, men 
on horseback thirty to fifty feet in 
height, animals and birds of all kinds 
of horrible shapes and colors seem to 
be scurrying past, racing and chasing 
each other until they arc lost in the 
twilight fogs or dashed to pieces upon 
tbe rocky islands mentioned above and 
which are twenty miles out to sea. 


THE RED SQUIRREL. 


H« ftares Very Little Food For t’ae 
!■ Winter. 

In Maine—in fact, nil over New Eng¬ 
land-red squirrels do not put by great 
I hoards of any kind for winter use. 
W'heu a Maine red squirrel has filled 
itself with acorns aud beeclinut.s it 
will hide a few‘here and there—under 
leaves. In hollow logs. In cracks of 
rifted trees and among stone heaps. 

Au ifverage red stiulrrel, having the 
run of an oak grove in the fall of tho 
year, may in tho course of two weeks 
hide aw'ay from two to four quarts of 
acorns, though they will be in perhaps 
twenty different places, and in no in¬ 
stance which we have noted has unj 
nut been shelled. 

The squirrel which plans a hoard of 
nuts and makes deliberate preparations 
for winter is tlie lltt|e chipmunk, or 
striped squliTol, which seeks winter 
quarters soon after h(*avy frosts and 
which remains in liUllng all winter. 
The chipmunks often liklc as many sis 
two (luarts of shellt'tl bi'cclmufs in one 
place. Their HtorchouHcs are, as a rule 
I under the ground. In sloping and samly

true engineering skill, so that no fresh 
et can drown tlieni out.

SPORT IN THE NILE DELTA 


NOVEL A.ND REMARKABLE PLAN OF 
giMPAlGN. 

Parties are Organized Throughout the 
Winter to Shoot the 
Wiidtowi. 

Bordering the coast of Egypt jn the 
broad alluvial delta are several inland 
lakes, three at least of these being each 
us large as a good sized English county. 
In very few parts are they more than 
six feet deep, the average depth being 
about four feet. These lukos are all salt 
t%^ greater or less degree, but abound 
in fish of various species and affoni 
plenteous keep fur the vast ilocks of 
wildfowl which visit them in winter. 

During the autumn months, from 
September onward, these birds include 
several varieties of duck, widgeon and 
teal, also enormous quantities of large 
black coot as well as a fair number of 
wild geese. All these congregate on the 
lakes. The natives hold organized par- 
lies throughout the winter to shoot these 
wildfowl. Each party is culled a “sed.” 

The plan of campaign at a sed is most 
novel and remarkable, says P. H. Lamb 
in the London Field, and it is in the 
number of guns more than the sum to¬ 
tal of the bag that the record consists. 
On the given moming at sunrise some 
twenty natives, all armed with guns, 
breech or muzzle loaders, meet at some 
prearranged place on the bank of the 
lake. The small party of Europeans, of 
which I have more than once been a 
member, turn up in small punts, each 
capable of accommodating two guns. 
Each punt is 

ABLY PILOTED BY A FELLAH, 
who pushes from behind as he wades 
along In the water. There are usually 
a few natives out in similar craft, but 
these they navigated by means of thin 
bamboo rods, which they work, one in 
each hand. 

When all are ready this huge regl-, 
ment spreads out in the form of a long 
chain across an Finn of the lake. There 
is no attempt to keep at regular spoced 
distances of, isay, fifty yards, for if 
this were done the guns would often 
sweep a stretch of nearly six miles. 
This, however. Is quite unnece.ssnry. for 
every man has, as a rule, as much shoot¬ 
ing as he can well manage when the 
guns are much more concentrated.

This bird 
ij valued by the natives for its brilliant 
plumage, especially the tail feathers, 
which they wear in their head-dress, 
and make clothing of; but the most in¬ 
teresting characteristic of this strange 
bird is its imitative faculty.

He was awakened from his sleep one 
night by hearing cries of distress in 
French. Someone was being murdered 
not far away, so much was absolutely 
certain.

He dwelt upon the unexpectedness 
with which death had come In San 
Francisco. Thomas Alexander, the 
fiancee of the organist, saw Ihe color 
gradually leave her cheeks as the minis¬ 
ter proceeded.

.Miss Oerson .slowly turned lo the organ 
for n farewell hymn. Fainter and 
fainter grew the music from the loft, and 
the eongregatlon, turning, mystified, 
.saw Miss Oerson ftill forward. Mr. 
Alexander rushed to her aid. crying, 
“Oel help quiek,” but when he saw that 
she wu.s dead he rollap.sed. The Rev. 
Mr, Cross, his voice quivering with 
grief, renscended Ihe pulpit and offered 
a prayer, the entire eongregatlon kneel¬ 
ing. Tlie girl’s death was due to heart 
disease.

It is 
reported that three towns have been da- 
stroysd, that thirty square miles of let' 
rttory have been devastated, and that 
several persons have been burned. 

A despatch from Marinette, Wis., 
says; The best information obtainable 
at this hour is that the forest fire which 
is sweeping the country north of hgr® 
has reached Iron county, north of Dick¬ 
insons. This makes four counties whi^ 
are suffering from fire. The area is W 
square miles. The country swept by 
the flames varies from pine limber land 
to barinis. Part is Iron mining coun¬ 
try, ana the district includes immenw 
tracts of hardwood. In the barrens sev 
tiers have taken up their residence, and 
it is for these that the greatest anxiety 
Is felt. Information received at Marin¬ 
ette, is that the village of Shaffer on the 
Metropolitan branch of the Northwestern 
Railroad in Dickinson county was wiped 
out. No word could be received as to 
loss of Ufe there. The village of Saun¬ 
ders in Iron county, a lumber town, 
directly /loKh of Florence, Wls., also 
has been swept by the flames. Here, m 
at Shaffer, many may have met death. 
The town consists of a few residences, 
four saloons, a couple of hotels and a 
big sawmill. 

LATER. 

Four known dead, a score or more 
persons missing, hundreds of families 
homeless, several millions o| dollara cl 
property burned, four towns wiped out 
entirely and a dozen mo/e partially, 
five counties devastated, and 100 square 
miles of terrrllory laid waste is the re¬ 
cord of the forest fire Uiat has 
the northern Michigan Peninsula. Jhe 
flames have gone down and for the 
lime being the danger Is over, unless 
0 new gale arises. Scores of hoiiio- 
.sleaders and woodsmen are missing. 
Many have probably perished in the 
flames. 

Following is the summary of the pro¬ 
perly damage:— * 

'Territory devastated is Marquette, 
Menominee, Della, Alger, and Dickin¬ 
son Counties. Towns totally burned:— 
Talbot, Mich., 200 population, only few 
houses left standing; Qulnnesec, Mich., 
400; only one house remains; .Saun- 
oers, Mich., 150, all w'iped out; Nia¬ 
gara, Wis., 300, all wiped out. 

Towns partially destroyed:— North¬ 
land, Cornell, Antoine, Spring Valley, 
Ivlngsley, Woodlawn, Fester City, Sal- 
\a and Metropolitan. 


EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE. 

Twenly-Fve Houses Were Wrecked at 
Cobalt. 

A Cobart, Ont., despatch says: Co- 
bull, the silver city of Ontario, experi- 
e»*ced iU first disaster on Friday, when 
several tons of dynamite in the norlli- 
western section of the town 'exploded, 
wrecking 25 houses and throwing the 
citizens into a panic. A number were 
more or less injurid by flying debris, 
but in no case was the injury of a very 
seriou.s nature. The explosion was 
caused by a forest fire igniting the build¬ 
ing in which the explosive wa.s stored. 
The shock was terrific, and a number 
of houses in addition to those destroyed 
.suffered more or less, the glass in I lie 
windows being shattered. The wildest 
excitement prevailed for some lime, 
hut as soon as the people realized the 
limited extent of the disaster quiet was 
restored. 

LATER. 

All danger of further inroads of fire 
upon Cobalt Is over, but the people 
I’.ave not yet entirely recovered from 
the panic into which they wore thrown 
by the disastrous explosion of dynamite.

JUST MACARONI. 

Macaroni a La Creme. — One pint of 
Cl earn or rich milk, four tablespoons of 
fleur, the rind and Juice of one lemon. 
When the cream comes to a boll stir 
m the flour smoothly; let it boil for ten 
minutes. Then pour in some macaroni 
that has been boiled In water and 
diained. Pepper and salt. Bake it for 
one-half an hour or serve It stewed. 

Macaroni and Cheese. — Take ns 
much macaroni as will fill an ordinary 
baking dish, boil It in water for two 
hours, drain it off and add one pint of 
cieara or milk, one tablespoonful of but¬ 
ter, and one of grated cheese. Mix :t 
well and put in a baking dish; cover 
w'ith grated cheese and cracker dust; 
keep in the oven until browned on the 
top. It will lake one-half an hour. 

Macaroni Pudding. — Take an ounce 
and a half of the best macaroni and 
simmer it in a pint of milk with a little 
cinnamon till tender; put it into a dish 
with milk, three eggs (but only one 
white), some sugar, and a little nutmeg. 

Macaroni Soup. — Take one quart of 
milk or of clear gravy soup and boll 
In It one pound of fresh macaroni until 
1‘ is tender; take out half the macaroni 
and put it In a little milk or water to 
keep it moist, and let the remainder 
boll to pieces in the the gravy, and then 
add what was taken out; let It come to 
0 boil and take it off. Boll the macar¬ 
oni in water for one hour before pul- 
tinfl it In the gravv. 

Macaroni with Salt Codfish. — Break 
two ounces of mogaronl in two inch 
lengths; throw (hem into boiling water 
and boll rapidly for thirty minutes; 
c.r«ln, blanch for fifteen minutes In cold 
water, then cut In pieces half an inch 
long. Wash half o pound of boneless 
.‘nit cod. cut it In dice, cover with cold 
water Bring Just In boiling point, but 
do not allow It to boll: drnfn„coveragain 
with boiling water, and let it stand for 
five mlnule.s, then drain. Rub togelher 
one rounding tablespoonful of butter 
wllh one of flour; add half n pint of 
s ruined tomato, a tnble.spoonful gral- 
co onion half n teg.spoonful of salt, 
r*nrj a saltspoonful of white or black 
pepper. Stir until boiling. Add uie

Only a few days ago nobody knew' 
lliat there was any food value to the 
Mile dried so-called Greek currant, .since 
then fooh chemists have demomslraled 
that there is far more nutrition in them 
than in lean beef. .Sir Francis l.akiiig, 
physician to King Edward, says that 
nutrition in while bread is givally in¬ 
creased by them, and that thirty parts 
of currants should be added to 70 parts 
ol dougli. To add them to bread, wa.sh, 
dry well, and mix with the flour after 
sifting it with salt. They akso make a 
good winter substitute fn all bread and 
butler recipes that call for fresh huck¬ 
leberries. The best variety to get are 
the Zaiili currants, which come from 
the i.sland of Znnti. They ore really not 
curraiils. but are a small variety of 
seedless grape. 

To use them w'ith sour cream, .salt 
n cup of sour cream. Put in a little 
lcs.s than you believe to be just enough 
soda to neutralize the acid. Beat in un- 
l I foamy. Sift o pint w'ith one cup c f 
sugar and one tcaspoonful of baking 
pi.wder. .Add one cup of dried cumin's 
or fresh blueberries, and bake us niuf- 
ims. 

Currant Tea Cake, — Rake this In 
s leets unci use as hot broad, or as a 
dessert with sugar and thick cream: 
cr if preferred, a handy sauce, .‘^ift 
two cups of flour W'ith two-lhird.s of a 
cup of sugar, one heaping teaspoonful 
r.f baking powder, and a pinch of salt. 
Mix with one cup of .sweet milk, add 
one heulen egg, a tcaspoonful of moiled 
bullcr. and one large cup of cuirants 
previously sleumod or simmered for a 
few minutes. 

Currant Pancakes— Make baiter with 
one egg, one pint of milk, enough flour 
10 make a thin bailer, salt, tw'o lea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, ynd a tea- 
si-oonful of melted lard. Add a .scant 
cup of currants and .scM've buttered and 
sprinkled with sugar. 

Bread and Butter Pudding — .'^trew 
layers or dried currants hetw'oen slices 
ff buttered bread, crusts cut off. Pour 
ever tliein a boiled custard fiavoi'od 
I with nutmeg or other flavoring. Set 
Nn the oven and bake about llftoen min¬ 
utes.

One is to go In for poultrj 
farming and meet the inevitable failuri 
which is almost the universal experience 
of those who attempt things they do not 
know anything at all about, or tha 
other way is to shun the busine.ss. In 
other lines apprenlice.ships yary from 
three to half a dozen years, but a sO' 
journ in u good poultry yard from 
March to November will give all con¬ 
siderable qualillcatlon, as it Is in breed¬ 
ing and rearing, which is now going on, 
that a painstaking .system must be close¬ 
ly follow'ed, and minute details ore in¬ 
dispensable. 

Apart from the want of practical 
knowledge us to how to treat the chicks 
and fowls, there is a very ruinous pro¬ 
cess going on. selling up a great col¬ 
lection of poultry houses and appliances 
generally liefore there is any actual de¬ 
mand for them.
